On Saturday “evening the Hong- 
kong Building Contractors’ As- 
sociation ywive a farewell dinner 
at the Man Kwok Restaurant in 
honour of Mr. John Duncan, Port 
Engineer, Mr. Duncan's: party in- 
cluded Messrs. A. Anderson, T.
